B. Gratz Brows of St. Louis was on Fri- 
dey chosen U. §. Senator from Missouri by the 
Legislature now sitting at Jefferson City, by a 
majority of seven oyer ali othore. Ho is tho 
most uncompromising Radic al in the Stato; was 
the Editor of The. Missouri Democrat through- 
out the eventful years 1850-57; was ono of the 
first hundred Emancipationists in tho State; 
and, if wo do not mistake, mado the first 
straight-out Anti-Slavery speech ever made in 8 
Missouri Legislature. He was for Van Buren 
in '48, for Fremont in ’56, for Lincoln in ’60, 
and was the Republican candidate for Clerk of 
the Houso in 1857. He was unflinchingly sup- 
ported for Senator by the Radicals in the pres- 
ent Logislature throughout the long and fruit- 
loss strugglo of last Winter, but his election 
waa provented by a preponderance of “Clay- 
bank” and “Copperhead” votes.

Mee i a a OL Oieeew never gosrannn 
in succession, we shall find at-least nincty of 
om asserting or assuming that the revolted 
s are to be reconciled to the Union by now 
concessions, new guaranties, to Slavery. But 
those States themselves emphatically repel this 
assumption. Every man in Delaware, in Mary- 
land, in ‘Tennessee, in Missouri, who is heartily 
and thoroughly anti-Rebel is also anti-Slavery, 
and nearly every one is for Immediate, not 
Gradual, Emancipation. They were not Repub- 
licans; not ono in twenty of them voted for Lin- 
coln; they make no special pretensions to phi- 
lanthropy; but thoy mean to live and dio in the 
Union, and they do not chooso to have their 
throats cut by Rebels; so thoy desire that 
Slavery should die, knowing by practical oxpe- 
rience, by personal observation, that Slavery 
and the Rebellion ara but two phases of the 
samo thing—two names for one reality. 

We ask tho ‘‘Consorvative” journals and 
politicians to ecan theso facts and tell us what 
they mean. If it were Delawaro or Maryland 
that had presented euch results as those now 
exhibited in Missouri, they would doubtless say 
that the Government had interfered with the 
freedom of elections, and had forced the reeults 
it sought, through the arbitrary intervention of 
its Military satraps. But in Missonri the influ- 
ence of the Government and its Military author- 
tics was exerted on the “Conservative” side. 
Gon. Schofield, the Military Commandant, with 
most of his subordinate Post Commandants. 
favored thatsido, yotthree-fourths of the Missouri 
Volunteers voted the ‘Radioal” ticket. Their 
officers doubtless controlled o few yotes; but 
the great majority voted as American freemen. 
‘The State Government was entirely and ardently 
“Conservative; while the influonce of the 
Missouri member of Mx. Lincoln's Cabinet, 
with that of all the Blairs, pulled the sama 
woy; yet Missonri proclaims herself ‘* Radical” 
by her popular vote. Sho did so last year; 
but it was then said that Government influence 
bad controlled hor: now that ehe goes the same 
way against ‘Government influence,” what is to 
bo said? Why not bo candid for once, and 
own that, since Slavery and tho Rebellion are 
een to be synonymons, the detennined Union- 
ists of tho Slave States recognize and act upon 
the truth that their patriotism and their regard 
for their own safety alike impel them to demand 
immediate and general Emancipation?

‘Tho leading opinion is by the retiring Lowrie. 
Ho seoms to haye done his best to convince th 
few lending Republicans, mostly lawyers, who 
bestowed their yotes upon him, that, in confiding 
in him as a patriotio jurist and a loyal citizen, 
they had mistakon their man, His opinion rests 
mainly on tho assertion that the act in question 
is an attempt to abolish the militia system of 
the States by employing tho powers yested in 
Congress to “raise and support armies,” in a 
mode not warranted by the Constitution. It 
practically a plea for that species of ‘State 
Rights” that plotted resistanco to Federal 
authority in New-England during the War of 
1812-15, that passed tho Nullifying Ordinance 
of South Carolina in 1832, and finally culmi- 
nated in Secession and Rebellion through all 
the Slavcholding States in 1861. 

‘The powers are clearly conferred by the Con- 
stitution upon tho Genoral Goverment; First, 
to raiso and anpport armios; Second, to pro- 
vide for calling forth, organizing, arming, dis- 
ciplining and governing the militia, in order to 
execute tho laws of the Union and suppress 
insurrections. Running parallel with these 
is the authority to make all laws that may be 
necossary for carrying into oxecution these two 
powers. Now, whoever has read the recent 
act of Congress will seo.that it is based upon 
both these grants of power, drawing its vitality 
partly from the authority to raise and support 
armies, and partly froin the authority to organ- 
ize, arm and govern tho militia—tho end aimed 
at being to execnte the laws of the Union and 
suppress the pending insurrection. 

But, if tho Constitution had not, in express 
terms, conferred this authority upon the General 
Government, it would still inhere in the essen- 
tial clemonts of Its oxistonce. For, if the Fed- 
eral Union, when assailed by such a Rebellion 
as that which now etrikes atits lif, had not the 
power, witliont express authority In writing 
from its founders, to armits citizens to suppress 
it, then would it e moro pitiable than the tay- 
ornor who dared not hand oyer to tho police 
a dronken lodger that made night hideous with 
his howlings. 

It will be noted thatthe decision of these thre 
jndgos is not aiméa ‘specially at tho dotails of 
‘tho act, but declares in substance that any 
similar law for enrolling and calling out the 
national forcea.for crushing the Rebellion,

tion of the Government downward, Inws have al- 
ways been found on the statute-boo! based pu 
precisely tho samo principle as this socalled 
“Consoription Act.” That is to soy, laws ‘for 
enrolling the national forces, aid compelling 
men to perform military duty and go to the 
battle-field when called, or euffer the conse- 
quences in the shapo of fino and imprisonment. 
‘And, during the last war with England, James 
Monroe, then Secretary of War, acting under 
the sanction of President Modison, who, more 
than any one man, was the author of tho Con- 
stitution, framed and presented to Congress for 
its adoption an act having all the conscription 
features of tho presont Jaw in respect to 
the enrollment, tho drawing of names, 
and tho like. This act was supported by all the 
Democrats of that day, its chief champion in 
tho Senate being Giles of Virginia, and in the 
House, Calhoun of South Carolina. It under- 
went a thorough discussion, passed cach branch 
of Congress by a largo majority, but failed to 
be enacted because of differences botween tho 
two Honses respecting ‘amendments, and more 
especially because the near approach of peace 
rendered it unnecessary to pass the bill to con- 
summation. 

‘Tho opinion of Judge Woodward is even 6 
worso partisan harangue, and evinces a more 
settled hostility to the filling up of our armies, 
than that of Judge Lowrie. It is tho produc- 
tion of a demagoguo, whose cool head is among 
the mountains of Pennsylvania, but whoze 
gangrened heart is bolow tbe Potomao and the 
Tonnessce, In what a plight does this place 
Gen. McClellan, whose confidant and friend in 
the recent gubernatorial canvasa was this same 
George W. Woodward. Tho General, in his no- 
toriona letter, written in his support, eaid 
that he had hada full conversation with the 
Judge, end that their opinions entirely agreed 
upon all points relating to tho War for tho 
suppression of tho Rebellion, Gen, MoClollan 
wrote during tho canvass; Judge Woodward 
responded after the election. The production 
of each is before the people—and they will 
ponder them well. 1 

But we waste words upon these miz-called 
judicial decisions. In the recent elections in 
the loyal States, the patriotic masses haye re- 
corded their condomnation of all such at- 
tompts to’give ‘‘aid and comfort” to traitors, by 
majorities that have no parallel in our history.

they adopted brought on them the very fate 
they tried to avert; the war has swept over 
them like firo; but it has been their deliverance 
after all, for it has burnt out the compromising, 
shuffing, timid Union sentiment, which pre- 
ferred the Union, but not above all other 
things, ond hos brought out mstead the 
brightest and most genuine loyalty. At first, 
the Border States were a positive barrier to the 
prosecution of the war; they would not help, 
and they did hinder. They did not wish our 
armies to come upon their soil; their politicians 
must bo consulted, thoir wishes and prejudices 
allowed fall weight; nnd for a timo no measure 
connected with the war could be proposed 
without a deal ofdoubt here and there as to 
what the Border States would think of it. They 
| cwraonr military Mra. Greedy This was 
especially true in respect to” tno Emancipeuc 
Proslamition- ‘The moot atrenyons arguments 
wore put forth that it would alienate forever the 
Border States, and odd them at once to 
the Rebellion; but it was issued, and did 
not result so. Those States camo between 
tho two fires which they had dreaded; but as 
the War went on Union men were taught the 
meaning of the Rebellion, and nowit is the most 
wonderful of oll fruits of the War, that those 
yery States are not only heartily for the War, 
but also heartily for tho Proclamation. Thoy 
aro fierce against Slavery, recognizing it ss the 
causo of the War, and aro fast commg to the 
point of exterminating it root end branch, with- 
out waiting for tho Proclamation to operate, 
and without troubling themselyes about com- 
pensstioa, if only they may thrast away their 
curse. And hereafter, whatever becomes of| 
the institution further South, the banks of the 
Ohio, so far as tho Border States are concerned, 
will hayo been bronght down to the line of the 
Missouri Compromise. Missouri has taken one 
step by her Emancipation ordinance, temporiz- 
ing thongh it was; Delaware will probably avail 
heraelf of compensated emancipation for her 
eighteen hundred claves, worth less than a mil- 
lon and a half of dollars; West Virginia is hos- 
tile to the perpetuation of Slavery; Marylond 
haa lately declared for emancipation; and Kon- 
tucky is moving in the same direction. Yot in 
the four Statea of Delaware, Maryland, Ken- 
tucky, and Missourl, there were, in 1860, 429, 
303 slaves, worth not far from $430,000,000, or 
nearly one-third tho total wealth of those Statee. 
‘With Slayery removed, thero aro no States in 
the Union, at least of thozo east of tho Rocky 
Mountains, which have promise of a more bril- 
liont futuro. Tho tide of emigration which has 
beon setting westward will be diverted to tho 
South, attracted by o mildor climate and a soll 
almost equally fortilo, Let us take tho two 
States of Kontuoky and Ohio for the purpose of| 
making a fow comparisons.

end poverty of those he talked with, so that nothing 
acomed concealed from such terrible eyes. Ihave 
ropeatedly known young men of sonsibility con- 
vorted in a moment to tho belief that this was tho 
wan they were in search of, the man of men, who 
could tell them all thoy should do, His own deal- 
ing with thom was never affectionate, but superior, 
didaotic—scorning thicir potty ways—yvery slowly 
conceding, or not conceding at all, the promise of 
Bis society at their housos, or oven at his own. 
“Would he not walk with thom!’ ‘Ho did not 
know. Thero Was nothing so important to him as 
his walk; he had no walks to throw away on com- 
pany.’ Visits wore offered him from respectful 
partics, but ho declined them, Admiring frionds 
offered to carry him at their own cost to the Yel

‘Thoy are very far from tho best, 
and they cannot be sold in this ally at anything like 
firstoluss prices; and thera Lave been moro failures 
with this ono sort in this vicinity than with all others 
pat together; and thousands of ol vines have been dug 
Up and burned. Aso wine grapo tho Isabella has failed 
overywhoro, If it is profitablosin Western Now-York, 
thera are several olbor sorts that would be more so. 
‘Why are thoso who grow the Isabolls almost exclusively 
co sousitive about having ita merits disoussed t 

Dr, Wanp—I fully concur with Mr. Kobinson, that 
tho Isabelle ia not adapted to our climato, except in 
yery fayorable locations. It may succeed 20 as to make 
ito profitable markt crop on the lake borders of We 
orn New-York. It won't succeed here wherever ox- 
posed to tho enst wind. I started about 500 vines, oud 
Lil the care that I could give them hns not enabled mo 
to grow fruit successfully. I havo, out down three: 
fourths, and shall cut all but two or three vines, which 
1 will Keop for varioty ond comparlzon, 

E. A, McKax, Naples, N. ¥., sent o box of Isabellas 
from hia stock on hand, ‘to prove that they do not grow 
sonr onough with im to moke n pig sqacal.” 

SoLoy Kopnvsox—Who said thoy didt Not L, ifripe. 
Boe T do say that Ms. McKay's gropes are a fait eamplo 
of the variety at this acason, and they are not first, acc- 
ond, nor third-rate. ‘They are only a substitute for good 
grapes. Wire good grapes are produced in abundance, 
the fato of theao and all thoir family would be to make 
the pige squeal, not because thoy sro so sour, but eo in- 
ipl and destitate of tho high, exhilarating layor of tho 
Delaware, Diana, Jona, Catawba, and hulf o dozen 
oth ‘Even the Concord and Hartford Prolific, 
Which are of tho samo character of tho Isabella, aro 
Tar superior, It is a great waste of gns to try to kop 
up the balloon that bos held tho Isebella grape co long 
above all other sor

gorald, Cherry Valley, N. ¥., are ‘named No, 1, Broad- 
Well; No. 2 Presiilent; No. 3, Detroit Red. ‘Tho others 
not named. 

Compound Sweret and Sour Applee—Cras, H. CoxoDo: 
Danby, Vt., and H. W. DENELs, Gaylordsville, Conn., 
sond boxes of compound eweet and sour apples, to prove 
that such do grow, Which no one, we presumo, will dare 
to doubt hereafter. In testing theso the yellow portion 
wes found to bo a very poor aveet, and the groon por 
tion e poorer sour, ‘Thoso whith ‘had ripsned so as to 
bo all yellow were of an insipid sweotish taste, ‘The vm 
riety is unanimously pronounced unworthy of propnga- 
tion, and the asrortion that it was originully produced 
by splitting wud Joining buds from sireot and sour vo. 
rleties, @ nosh, unmitigated piece of nonseuse, And! 
this we hopo will «nd the compound sweet and gouf Uia- 
onzaion.

Gropes in Vermont.—Mr, MARSH snyay "My Catawba, 
grapes ripened well by the 12th of Getober; Dianas not 
muoh sooner, and Dolawares the 2th September, I 
have never been troubled with the rot in Catawbas or 
with mildow on the vines, aud the some may be aaid 
with rogard to my Concords, Hartford Prolitics, Qlin- 
tons, To Kalons, Annas, Dolawares, and Dianus. Ien- 
bellas havo occasionally mildewed in my groundr, but 
not often, and the berries aro uauelly perfect, What is 
your opinion of the Jona and Isrsela for our Vermont 
Slimato, and which 1s preferablet’ ‘This question oan 
gnly be auemered by actual experimont in that climate; 
All who buve tried thom in this vicinity ore satiated 
With their growth, productiyeness and quailty, They 
are both rated A No, 1. 

‘The White Willow.—We, 8. MoBurpe of New-Joffor- 
son, Grove County, Iows, writes for information ebout 
the’ white willow,’ He soya: ‘'Numorous agenta aro 
selling ordors for the outtings, but their desoriptions of 
it aro 60 diverse thet wo aro unable to determine which 
fa the gonuine Kind. Quo ogeut ssys the bark of the 
young growth is green, auothor says it is yellow, while 
unothor declares it is red; wo are thus in doubt, and do 
not know which kind to purchase." 

A. S. FULLER—Tho limbs of the Salix Albaare grayish 
white in Summer end yellowish in Winter. ‘ho under 
aides of the leaves aro white, 

Prof. THuppax—The uext number of The American 
Agriculturist will oontaln a botanical desoription of this 
treo, with an acount of its growth and uso on the Weat- 
ern prairies. 

. WELD of The Agriculturist office exhibited speol- 
mens of the willow, which bo obtained in o lote tour 
throngh Tilinols, ‘Tule varicty of willow appears to 

ow faster than any other upon tho prairlo soll. ‘his 
stalk (exhibiting ono two inches in, diamoter) is the 
growth of asingle year, In this scotion it is most pen- 
erally known as thé powder willow, and ia distinot trom 
tho yellow or golden bongh willow which is very com. 
now, AB tho wbito willow produces the Tory best of 
charcoal, {t is a good kind of wood for fuel, and it will 
probably make as durable fence rails a8 any other soft, 
rapid growing treo. ‘That it ia a valnuble acquisition to 
tho Western prairies, I have no doubt whatever. It 
will not ouy grow timber for fucl and dead feuces, but 
8 good permanent live fenco can bo produced with it 
more rapidly than with any othor plant 

Grafting “Slo-Growth Peart,—A Winter Nollis pear 
tested by Mr, CARPENTER oliciled n discussion upon tho 
bout way to grow that variety and othera of similar 
slow growth; thatis, by grafting upon trees of good slzo, 
of some vigorous variety. Mr. FULLEM advises In eot- 
ting eny orchard, pears’ or epplea, that 10 per cent of 
the'trecs should be planted with o iow to sugratting 
upon them, from time to timo, new kinds of fruit, elther 
for testing'or pormanent growth. For this purpose tho 
right sort of treus can alwoys be prooured of nureory- 
mien at lower prices than nained varlotles, 

Principles to Learn about Vine Culiure—Mr, FULLER 
remarked that people havo much yet to learn about tho 
prinoiples of yino culture, For inatance, a may said to 
mo yesterday, I do not want my vino cut away—I want 
ito extend 50 os to boar a thousand bunches. Is this 
policy? It muy be done, but auch a vine Js very diftioult 
to minage, beeause there # no fixed privciplo fo 
treatment a6 there is of one that only ocouples e upace 
of four feet cack way from the root, trained fat upon 
trillis bara only four feet high, and requiring no moro 
roo af a huniired yenrs of ago than it did at tive yeurs, 
"It should always be borne in wind by every owucr of a 
Vine that the rush of sap is to the highest branabes, and 
if the top of the Yino is a bundred feos high, there is 
where the fruit will be. If the vine is pruned so ae to 
keop the top always within reuoht of tho ovnec's hands, 
it will produce moro fruit than it would if the top was 
up toward the clouds, ‘The same goncral principal rules 
{nextonding the arms of o vino. ‘Che neurer the bear- 
ing canes aro to the root tho better for the fruit. Itis 
{ar more profitable to grow a thousand buuches upon 
Many roots, than to try to force one to produce them. 


Agriculiurnl Eairs and Cattle Shows— 
What they Mave Taught, smd What 
they Should Teach Un. 

Annually, in September and Ootober, we have 
in States, counties, towns, and districts, a succession of 
farmers’ festivals, under the name of agrioultural fairs, 
onttle-shows, sheop-shows, horso-shows, wheut-sbows, 
fruit-shows, &o. : 

‘We havo attended a good many of theso shows during 
tho past quartor of a contury, and for some 10 or 12

ignorent. And thiyia not all. Thuy havo tavght inven 
tlye mechanics the wants of the country, and have been 
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jenca of improving tho breeds of all kinds of 
farm stook hos beon greatly advanced by eattle-shows, 
for it isthere that men havo first learned that there 
wero better animuls than their own sorubs at Lome 

‘The advantages of draining have been learned at tho 
ehows, whoro tiles and draining-tools have beo 
hibited, and where tho eubject has been publicly d 
cussed. 

‘The best methods of monuring, seeding, cultivation, 
rotstion and management of crops, have been taughit, 
and eo hos the treatment of farm stock, and how to 
prodneo the most profitable retaaa from varlous kinds 
of svil and modes of farming. 

Sonathing, but not enongh, has bean tanght about 

the best mode of co 
conyeniont arrangement. 
‘The object, undoubtedly, of most of the mangers of 
those shows is {mprovorent. It isfor this that prizea 
are offered and awarded. Its for this that appropria- 
tlons are annually made from State Treasarics. 

‘The question now most important to be considored ts, 

whether this bounty is most Judioionsly applied. 
‘There hos been a time, undoubtedly, whon prizes 
offered for improved plows have stimulated inventors. 
That timehas passed, unless, indoad, a vers liberal prizo 
wore offered—soy fire hundred or a thousand dollars— 
for somo bona fide improvement in this indisponsable 
farm implement. And such a prize ehould not be 
awarded, as most of the prizes aro at agricultural shows, 
without any practical test or propor oxaminatlon. 

There was atime, perhaps, when prizes offered at 

plowing-matches” stimulated boys to lenrn to be ekill- 
ful plowmon, Aathey ore ot present mansged nt all 
Stato Fairs, can any man say that ho honestly Delleves 
that they now doa particle of good? “ho plowing- 
match" Is generally the Jeaat attractive feature of the 
show, and is often slurred over, as though’ of no more 
importance than afoot-race between two boys. Indeed, 
it goncrally is conducted upon the racing principle, and 
tho prize is awarded to the ono that gots Bret to the 
goal. 

‘What {s not the way to conduct "' pléwing-matohes,” to 
promote improroment. Let us sce if managers will take 
aint, and,work ont an improyemont. If they cannot, 
thon let ua seo this part of tho anual show entirely 
abandoned. As it ia now, it is useless, It teaches noth- 
ing usoful, 

Tn tho showfof agricultural implaments we learn some- 

thing elmost everyiyenr, but what wo have Ja confined 
to now invontions. We learn that somo alloged im- 
provement hna been made, Whnt do we know of its 
yaluo} How docs the Committee know, when award- 
ing a prize to one of theso implements, that the award is 
for an actual improvement? Porbaps a prize wos 
aworded lost year for the same thing;|but, as the manu- 
facturer has altered its sppearance, and tells the Com- 
mittee he has made # great improvement, ho gots 
another prize, 
Nov, as there was no trial, what does the Committee 
know of tho yalno of the invention, or of, its improve- 
met? ‘Chen what have they taught in their award? 
Probably their examination bas been so burried 
that they bye not oven learned anything about tho 
mechanism of tho article, co as to give a lucid descrip. 
tion of it in thelr report. And of these reporte, in gono- 
ral, not one in ten is of as much valuo us the paper it 
is written on. 

Winning prices at an szricultural fair is a game of 
chance. It isa gemo that ie ubont played out.> And 
reports are often inade upon the principle of tickle mo 
well, Til tleklé yoi{oo." Bfany of tho exhibitors are 
eotuatod solely, by tercenary ‘motives, without a par- 
ticlo of ef uoble nataro of farmers, Wiieb moves them 
to sbow good animals, or good producta of the farin, 
that thelr brother farmers may see and profit by their 
improvemeanta_ 

‘Tho prizes offered aro oftes contemptible, A sum of 
money that svould be ‘sufilofently large to tempt some 
ono to show’some actual improvement—something that 
would teach comething useful—is frittered away in 
little beggarly pittances upon o multitude of objects. 
‘The prize-lists aro opparently nade up to accommodate 
areguler sot of prize-winnere, who bear them off year 
after year, 

In mony cases, theso shows havo rnnsolow in charao- 
tor thot they are miserable burlecques upon tho indus. 
try of tho Stato or County they protond to represent. 
‘Thoy do not toach ansthing nscful. It was said of the 
Inet Fair of the American Institute, which pretends to 
ropresont the manufacturing and mechanical industry 
of America, that {t was 6 mero advertising baznar—a 
congregation of clep-traps whigh would make up 3 
Hloaby show end attract visitors, ‘This was indeed too 
true. Yet this Instituto preteuds alco to ropresout the 
agricultural interests of tho State so fer that it has for 
niany years drawn lorge suns of money from the State 
‘Treasury to poy for what it teaches in that linc. What 
does it teach! Why, aimply this; that all of our ogricul- 
tural and mechanical shows need great roform. They 
have elther been badly conducted, and havo failed in 
their effleienoy, or clso they never were based upon 
round prinolples, At least, as at present munoged, they 
do not teach what they wero cxpeeted to teach. They 
hove been continued by grout personal efforts, and 
somotimes by most unjustifiable laudations of the pres 
and in this respeot, 0 far es we are concerned, with 
hopo of eceing improvement from ycar to year, and bo- 
causo thoy Lave taught somo usoful Jezsone; but wo aro 
at longth constrained to soy that those lessons ore not 
worth their cost, 

Wo have always advocated thore Annual Fairs, and, 
s0 far ag possible, bevo approved them, because they 
furnished occasion for great conrocations of people, 
Which we consider highly benoflcial; but we always 
regret tliat they should not be tenght usefal lessons at 
the gamo time, ‘What they canuot bo at auch Fairaas 
some that we havo described during the present acason, 
fasadly truo, If thoy cannot be improved, they might 
as woll ceaso to exist, They are not worthy of such 
Inudation as they have received; they are not worthy of 
tho timo and patronage of the peoplo; and certainly tl 
aro unworthy of the State bounty they reecive. 

Upon this point, we adopt the following words of tho 
editor of Ths New-England Farmer: 


In order to progress and iprore, and mnke the State 
bounty and ind 
canse, somo new and untri 
adopted that will arrest attention and result in the 
general good of all. Who old routine should be nba 
Goned, and something more worthy introduced in ite 
Ince. Ttean ba done, and should be dono, or the State 
bo nty be discontinued.
